SMOKE SHROUDS SCHUYLKILL EXPRESSWAY 
Container Plant Destroyed By Fire 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - A 
rasing general alarm fire today 
destroyed a block-long complex 
buildings housing the Connelly 
Container 
Inc. 
plant 
on 
the 
Schuylkill River in Montgomery 
County, just 
outside the city 
limits. 


More than one hundred Phila­ 
delphia 
firemen, 
answering 
three alarm s turned in here, 
aided dozens of suburban fire 
companies summoned by a gen­ 
eral alarm.

paper. About 20 trucks were in 
the plant yard, but some w ere 
driven to a safe area. 


A block-long one-story struc­ 
ture was left a mass of twist­ 
ed, blackened steel girders and 
the flames gutted a five-story 
building containing huge rolls of 
paper.

Sheets of flaming paper were 
carried hundreds of feet sky­ 
ward by the hot air currents 
and 
drifted 
towards 
wooded 
areas of Fairmount Park here.

nearby 
Schuylkill Expressw ay 
slowing morning rush hour traf­ 
fic to a crawl. Motorists driving 
along the highway could feel 
the heat from the flames which 
could be seen for miles. 


The battle was directed by 
Philadelphia’s acting fire com­ 
missioner, Jam es McCarey, who 
declared the fire under control 
around 7:30 
a m ., 
about 
two 
hours after it broke out. 


The 
Philadelphia 
firemen. 


stretching eight hoselines across 
the river on a bridge, concen­ 
trated their efforts on the river­ 
side of the plant which comes 
within a few feet of the bank. 
The suburban companies attack­ 
ed from the western end, bring­ 
ing in their equipment by a n ar­ 
row, winding road. 


One firemen, Thomas Lane, 
22, 
of Narberth, 
was 
injured 
when he apparently stumbled on 
a shed roof and fell 20-feet into 
the Schuylkill River. 
He was 
fished out by other firemen and 
taken to Bryn M awr Hospital 
with possible fractures of the 
hip and ribs.

April’s rainfall this year fell 
below normal (3.21 inches) with 
only 2.87 inches recorded. 


Total rainfall to date this year 
has been 11.92 inches, which is 


about four . and - a - half inches 
below the normal precipitation 
of 16.36 inches from Jan. I to 
May 31. 


Bucks 
County’s

1964 was about six inches below 
the normal of 41.28 inches. The 
county received 35.44 inches last 
year.

Safe and sound after making 
it to port on their own power, 
under the watchful eye of Coast 
Guard planes, were the ship’s 
owners, Ted and Diane Griffith 
of Bristol, and their companion, 
Richard Smith, of Newportville, 
all 27 years old. 


. Returns By Plane 


Smith returned by plane last 
flight while the Griffiths plan 
to rest a couple of days then 
continue on to Bermuda, their 
original destination. From there 
they planned an ambitious voy­ 
age in their sloop, “ Amily,” to 
the M editerranean, but now m ay 
fly there instead. 


The experience of the three 
became known last Wednesday 
when they radioed the Coast 
Guard that they had had no 
sleep for three nights fighting 
the rough seas.
